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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a response to the RCE filed 7/15/2005. Claims 1-33 are pending and are under 
examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 15-18, 20-21, 23-25, 27-31 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Norman (USP 6,292,868). 

Figure 3 of Norman shows a method for observing and restoring data of a shift register 
(118) without altering logical value of said data, the method comprising continually transferring 
data from the output of said shift register to the input of said shift register and back through said 
shift register in a circular manner (column 16, lines 38-45), outputting said data as said data is 
transferred from said output of said shift register to said input of said shift register to permit said 
data of said shift register to be observed outside said circuit without altering logical values of 
said data of said shift register (the control engine 130 is capable of monitoring (observing) the 
contents of shift register 118 without losing (alter) its contents) as called for in claims 15, 21 and 
28. 

Regarding clams 16, 23 and 29, since the shifter register 1 18 is a circular shift register, 
thus, the limitations recited in claim 16 are fully met. 
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Regarding claims 17 5 24 and 30, figure 3 shows the flash memory 216 is separate from 
the shift register. 

Regarding claim 18, the control engine 130 has a sequencer capable of altering the 
contents of the shift register using data from the flash memory 216. 

Regarding claims 20, 25, 27, 31 and 33, figure 3 shows the contents of the shift register 
is stored in the external device flash memory where the contents are examined. 



3 . Claims 1 - 1 4 are presently allowed. 

4. Claims 19, 22, 26 and 32 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
